Mauborgne and Mr. W. F. Friedman 
of a system of enciphering matter electrically transmitted by facsimile 
or telephoto means. 

b. An invention by Mr. W. F. Friedman of a system and apparatus 
for enciphering and deciphering telephoto transmitted messages, 
sketches, photographs, documents, etc. 

2. It is requested that these inventions be treated as confidential 
until such time as this information may be ascertained.
